PEARY GETS 


ROUSING 


EW YORK, Oct. 1—New York 
City af State today gave Com- 
mander Robert E. Peary a wel- 
come home such ag few returning 
heroes can hope to receive. 


Commander Peary was the most prom- 
ment feature of the sixty-mile Hud- 
son-Fulton naval parade “from New 
York to Newburgh. - 

Having successfully buffeted the ice 
packs of Smith Sound, and proved 
herself so stout a ship that no sea or 
lee floe could turn her back, tre 
Roosevelt met with an accident in the 
most tranguil part of the Hudson, 
just below the point, this afternoon. 
She parted her port tiller rope, and 
came to a stop. The mishap was 
quickly discovered by Commander 
Peary, and anchor was dropped while 
the rope was being spliced. But there 
was a delay of nearly an hour before 
she proceeded toward Newburgh. _ 
“It is most gratifying to have taken 
part in the parade,” said Commander 
Peary tonight. “and I am deeply ap- 
preciative of the reception that has 
been given the Officers and crew of 
the Roosevelt and myself.“ 
MORGAN GREETS HIM. 

J Pierpoht Morgan, on his big steam! 
yacht, Corsair, with a party of friends, 
gave Commander Pearly and the 
Roosevelt a graceful greeting off 


Stony Point. 

Roosevelt d anchor near 
the United States flotilla of scout 
cruisers, submarines and torpedo boats 
of Newburgh in the evening. 

The lateness of the hour did not 
diminish the noisy greeting from ves- 
sels there.

With earlier records and surveys as a 
basis, the Geological Survey is now 
actively engaged in examining power 
sites to which the government still 
retains the title. Again, the purpose 
is to ald in the enactment of legis- 
lation that may promote and not 
hinder development of these water 
powers as rapidly as the industrial, 
transportation and other needs of the 
nation demand. Utilization of the 
undeveloped wafer powers on the pub- 
e domain involves either government 
development or long-time leases of 
these power sites to strong financial 
interests, and in the latter event the 
law must provide for effectivé govern- 
ment control that will insure that the 
profit to the capital accomplishing the 
development cannot impose unjust 
burdens upon the users of the power 
thus generated, whether the utilization 
be for transportation, city lighting or 


motive power.

The eartiest 
land laws, those of a century ago, 
provided for the reservation of min- 
eral lands from disposal for other 
purposes and the present coal land 
law well expresses this principle of 
relative worth by giving gold, silver 
and copper deposits priority over the 
coal, and coal in turn preference over 
Agricultural values. These distinc- 
tions necessit. land classification 
based on adequate’ field examination 
and with classification data at hand 
the principle of relative worth can be 
further developed.

“This having no effect the matter 
was taken up with the forester, whe 
declined to recommend any change, but 
in reply to a direct inquiry stated that 
he would present the request to the 
Secretary of the Interior. 

“Some time later a reply was re- 
ceived from the forester together with 
a copy of the preamble and resolutions 
presented by your committee. In his 
reply the forester makes material er- 
ror in his quotation of the resolution 
in reference to the validity of mining 
locations being determined by a ranger 
and the modification of the ruling in 
that respect is materially different 
from the understanding obtained by 
your committee at the conference as 
expressed in its resolutions, Inasmuch, 
however, as the administration of the 
service under this modification of the 
instructions seems to be satisfactory so 
far as we have been able t 2 
recommend no further action the 
matter at present. 

“The act of Congress passed in' 1878 
plainly gives the miner and prospector 
the right to cut and take timber from 
any pubiic mineral land. The Secretary 
may prescribe the manner of removal 
of timber, but he may not limit or 
prohibit. 

“This act has never been repealed 
by any subsequent act of Congress 
that your committee can find nor has 
there ever been any legislation limiting 
it, yet In the Use Book it is said in 
parenthesis, This act applied only to. 
unreserved lands not within the na- 
tiona! forests.’ 

“The nearest to a possible implied 
repeal is in the words, ‘or 
othe im the act prohibiting 
cutting timber on land, ‘reserved or 
purchased,’ for military purposes, but 
it would be a forced and far-fetched 
construction indeed that intimated an 
intent to interfere with the act of 1878. 

“Your committee after careful in 
quiry arrive at no other conclu- 
sion than that statement in the Use 
Book, that the provisions 
of 1878 does not apply wi 
reservations, is untrue and 
without foundation.

85 ANSWERS CRITIC.

BOSTON, Oct. 1.— Dr., Cook deliv- 
ered his lecture tonight before a rep- 
resentative Boston audience. He re- 
plied to a recent and pertinent query 
of George Kennan in a magazine ar- 
ticle, in which the writer claimed Dr. 
Cook could not take sufficient food 
supplies on two sledges to last eighty- 
two days. 

“Mr. Kennan,” said Dr. Cook, “had 
an idea that we used pressed meat 
for food for dog and man. We could 
not have lived on less than five thous- 
and pounds of such meat, an amount 
impossible to carry on two siledges. 
But we had pemmican and we used 
one pound per man, per dog pe? day. 
One pound of pemmican is equal to 
five pounds of fresh meat, so you will 
see that Mr. Kennan's figures were 
all right when properly applied.” 

Dr. Cook in his lecture, included 
Peary’s name in the list of intrepid 
explorers who had preceded hit to the 
far north. The pictures of the two 
Eskimos who accompanied Cook to 
the pole, brought out applause. 

In closing his lecture, Dr. Cook said: 

“I promise to bring them back to 
American shores next year at my own 
expense when they will tell you hon- 
estiy and frankly of their adventures 
in the far north.”

Vienna Professor, in Letter to 
Friend, Says Case Was First Diag- 
nosed as Spondylitis, But That 
Symptoms of Cancer Soon Appeared 
and Operation Was 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 


VIENNA, Oct. 1.—The nature of E. 
H. Harriman's fatal Umess is de- 
scribed in detail by an Austrian spe- 
clalist, Prof. A. von Streumpel, who 
treated the railroad magnate in Vi- 
enna. In a letter to a professional 
friend, which found its way into the 
columns of the Vienna Neue Freie 
„Prof. von Streumpel says that, 
according to reports of Mr. Harriman's 
state of health as furnished by the 
patient's own medical advisers, he was 
suffering from a peculiar form of 
spinal disease known as chronic spon-+ 
dylitis. 
An examination made in Vienna by 
means of the Roentgen rays apparatus 
confirmed this diagnosis and, accord- 
ingly, Mr. Harriman was ordered to 
take the cure in jhe Summering Hills 
and at Gastein. 
“Afterward,” the professor goes on, 
“quite independently of spinal trouble, 
symptoms of a stomachic disorder 
arose whieh seemed to me suspicious 
and malignant. 
“At Gastein, Mr. Harriman improved 
noticeably and we began to hope that 
after all our apprehensions might 
prove to be unfounded. 
“But by the end of July the stom- 
ach troubles began to get worse, and 
when I reéxamined the patient at 
Salzburg on August 3, there was un- 
fortunately no room for doubts as re- 
garded the diagnosis. 
“We doctors all agreed from the be- 
ginning that the case was not one for 
an operation. The trouble manifested 
itself in an exceedingly secretive way; 
there was no trace of any palpable 
swelling. 
“In order to make quite sure, I ad- 
vised Mr. Harriman to enter the Neu- 
Wittelsbach Sanatorium near Munich, 
where a most thorough examination 
of the state of the stomach was made.

The high cost of erecting them 
requires that they be located where 
the supply of timber will be continu- 
ous. is frequently means that tim- 
ber must be transported long dis- 
tances and double freight charges paid. 
Moreover, the interest on the invest- 
ment and the cost of operating make 
it impracticable in most cases to use 
such plants for the treatment of tim- 
bers, which are required in large quan- 

tities and at a comparatively low cost. 
But though these lange plants are 
meeting the needs of certain classes 
of wood users, yet there has grown up 

a demand tor some cheap and — 
process of w preservation adapted 
for timber in common use, for which 
the pressure methods are too expen- 
sive. The general adoption of such a 
process would largely increase the 
amount of timber artificially preserved, 
and sd result in a great saving in the 
amount of timber consumed annually 
in the United States. It would insure 
the most complete utilisation of the 
forest products, and encourage the use 
of many so-called “inferior,” or quick- 
ly decaying woods for purposes for 
which only high-grade, or decay-resist- 
ant, 3 are now almost exclusively 


in numerous parts of the Western 
States are immense quantities of dead 
and down timber. which, if rendered 
durable by artificial preservation, 
could Qe utilized for many useful pur- 
poses. To bring this about, the Forest 
Service has installed portable plants 
at various points in the West. and 
conducted experiments for the purpose 
of devising simple processes of timber 
preservation, which would meet the 
needs of the different localities.

Bacteria are among the simplest of all 
forms of life, aften consisting of but 
a single cell, microscopic in sige. Some- 
times several such cells may be at- 
tached to each other, and so form a 
thread or filament. Usually they are 
coloriess, and multiply by the division 
of the parent cell into other cells, 
which, in turn, divide again. 

Fungi, although much more compil- 
cated than bacteria, are also low in 
the scale of creation when compared 
with familiar flowering plants and 
shrubs. They consist merely of tiny 
threads or hyphae, which are collect- 
ively known as the mycelium. In many 
of the higher forms of fungi the 
threads grow together to form compact 
masses of tissue. Particular examples 
ot these forms are the toad stools, 
which grow on damp, 2 logs, and 
the “punks” or “brackets” on i the

ever, are not these fruiting bodies 
themselves. Spores, very primitive 
substitutes for seed, which are born in 
the countless compartments into which 
the under surfaces of the fruiting 
bodies are sometimes divided, are pro- 
I X infinite number, and are so 
that they can be distinguished 
only ‘by the microscope. When seen 
ulk they appear as the finest dust. 
Like dust, they are carried by the wind 
and strike all ions of the surround- 
ing objects. Ww species of fungi suc- 
cessfully attack healthy living trees, 
and only a comparatively small num- 
ber can attack end destroy wood. Yet 
the spores of some find a lodging in 
dead portions of a tree or in cut tim- 
ber, and, i¢ the wood Te moist and in 
the * 7 condition for the spore to 
grow, it germinates and frends out thin, 
— white threads. which, by re- 
peated branching, penetrate the en- 
tire structure of the wood. are 
the real agents of wg 

Wood is composed of minute cella. 
The chief macriai of the cell walls is 
a substance called cellulose, and 
@round this there are incrusted many 
different organic substances known 
collectively as lignin. Most of the 
wood-destroying fungi attack only the 
lignin; others attack the cellulose 
aione, while a third class destroy all 
parts of the wood structure. The 
lignin and the cellulose are dissolved 
by certain substances secreted by the 
fungi, and thus serve as food for the 
fungus growth. In this way. the fungi 
ean develop until they extend through- 
out every portion of the timber and 
finally so much of the wood fiber is 
eaten away or changed in composition 
that its strength is greatly diminished, 
the texture becomes brittle and discon- 
nected, and the wood is said to be 
“rotten.” 

But food is not the only thing that 
a fungus requires for ite growth and 
development. It must aleo have heat, 
air and moisture, If any of these is 
lacking the fungus cannot develop. The 
necessary heat is supplied by almost 
every climate, and it is only in rare 
cases, as under water or deep under 
the surface of the ground, that air 
can be excluded from the timber. Of 
the four requirements, therefore, two 
are beyond control. It is only by de- 
priving the fungi of food or moisture 
that the destruction they cause may 
be prevented. 

The simplest way of prolonging the 
life of timber exposed to the attack 
of wood-destroying fungi is to reduce 
the moisture content of the wood. 
With green wood this can be accom- 
plished by air drying, but this method 
is of little avall when the timber is 
to be exposed to the atmosphere in 
damp situations, as it Would readily 
reabsorb the moisture. 

The strength of partially-seasoned 
timber, other things being equal, in- 
creases as the amount of moisture it 
contains decreases. Moreover, during 
the process of drying out, important, 
but little understood, changes take 
place in the organic contents of the 
wood cells, by which the wood is not 


but is made more permeable and so 
— prepared for preservative treat- 
men 
By far the best method of checking 
the growth of fungi, however, is to 
deprive them of food. This can be 
done by injecting poisonous substances 
into the timber, and so changing the 
organic matter from food suitable for 
fungi into powerful fungicides. It is 
a mistake to suppose that the germs 
of decay are inherent in the wood, and 
only need an opportunity for develop- 
ment to bring about its destruction.

At 
the present time copper sulphate has 
fallen into almost total disuse, and 
corrosive sublimate is restricted to two 
plants in New Engiand.

Just as there are two 
in common use, so there are tw — 
cipal methods of injecting them 
the timber. These may be called the 
“pressure-cylinder”’ and the 
“non-pressure method.” A third 
ess, known as the d method,” is 
used to a more limited extent. 

Up to recent times the pressure- 
* method was used almost ex- 
clusively in the United States. As most 
commonly applied, the method is as 
follows: The timber to be treated Is 
placed on iron trucks or “cylinder bug- 
gies” and drawn by steel cables into 
‘huge horizontal cylinders, some of 
which are eight or even nine feet in 
@iameter and more than 160 feet lon 
These are capable of withstanding hi 
pressure, and their doors are 80 ar- 
ranged that, after the timber is drawn 
in, they can be closed and hermetically 
sealed. After the doors are closed, live 
steam is admitted into the cylinder, 
and a pressure of about 1 pounds 
per square inch is maintained for sev- 
eral hours, the exact time depending 
upon the tndividual opinion of the op- 
erator, as well as upon the moisture 
content and size of the timber under 
treatment. In some cases the steam 
pressure is allowed to go co
